London. — ^Plans are now under dis- 
cussion here for Unking up all parts 
of the world by passenger air routes, 
on which giant dirigibles, ilytng two 
luiles at^ove the surface at 60 miles An 
hour, will Join London with North 
Aiiierica, Australia, India and South 
Africa. If these plans are carried 
out air liners 800 feet Isag, aqulpped 
wiifh bertlia^ dining roooM; amoking 
rooms, libraries and obserratlon plat- 
forms, will speed from England to 
San Francisco in four days, stopping 
to discharge passengers and mails at 
New Yorit and Ghicigo. Bach ship 
will carry 100 p a ss e n gers , and the fare 
will be only 50 per cent more than 
present steamship rates. Ships capa- 
ble of this service are now in com- 
mission, and a trial passenger flight 
wia be made to Hfivt bf a Bdtiah 
government airship to determine the 
feasibility of opening such passenger 
routes. 

"The commercial airship nUready 
baa provad Its sacceai,*' MUd Sir Tre- 
vor Dawson of Tickers, Limited, 
when asked whether he thought the 
plan practicable. Vickers, Limited, 
is now building alnshlps for the Brit- 
Mi ■toanuaeet, aad Wr Treror is an 
expert on the llghter-than-air craft. 

''Day of Passenger Liner Here." 

The success of the R-34 showed 

the possibilities of a transatlantic 
service," he continued. "It is now only 
a question of building more and larger 
ships and equipping suitable landing 
fleMbi sheds atad mooring stattbns 00 
both sides of the Atlantic. The alr- 
6hii»s are speedy, safe and reliable. 
They can carry large cargoes, have a 
wide cruising range^ and can ride out 
almost any m*eatiier. 

"The day of the passenger air liner 
is here, and if the task of organi/.ing 
air routes is undertaken by big flnau- 
cial interests it s(|OUld be possible to 
iMffia a regular fSSMagin service over 
Boropa within six aiooths with the 
ships and bases alreadly in existence. 
The American service would require 
somewhat larger ships and landing 
stations in North America. But it 
could be Id operation in less than 
tbree years. We need such n service, 
Sod I believe that it will come." 

The R-34 is the type of cr.Ht sug- 
gested for the iiroposed scrvi<c. huj 
tho •contemplated ships, although 
built on the it-34 lines, would be much 
larger and have n f.ir ;:reater Cntisiug 
radius. It is said that a rigid airship 
could be built that would he 1,1 »mi 
feet long, carrying 136^ tons of freight 
<Mr passengers, oaA feairihig a raaxiaium 
range of 13,250 miles, cmisinir radius 

Maitland Supports Project 
Brig. Gen. E. M. MkHlaBd, %irho 

commanded the R-34 in the transat- 
lantic flight, Is a believer iu the plan 
for world air routes. 

"Even the existing alrdiip of today 
caa be regarded aa a reaaoaidUy safe 
public conveyance,*' he says. "They 
already have proved themselves capa- 
ble of flying through practically any 
type of weather, and the larger air- 
ships of the future, fitted with more 
pawerfai Mijetatofcy* aeeeaMilly will 
be even safer. Vtogs do aoC pttUFa a 
real menace to airships, as with the 
present methods of navigation It t$ 
not necessary to see the ground In 
flying between bases. It is true that at 
present the most vtolent foroM ct elec- 
tric storms are an undoubted danger 
to all forms of airo^Ct, hat at the

••Airships of this type of the R-38, 
which is now being built at Bedford, 
or the German L-71, would be capable 
of fljriog from IBnglsnd to Egyp^t. a 
dfttaaee of 2,900 mllee, without a stop 
in two and one-half days. These 
ships would carry about 80 passen- 
gers, with 100 pounds of baggage for 
each passenger, and about two tons 
of ■lall.jdid BMrefeandise. . To put it 
another way, 15 tons ni'oold be avail- 
able for passengers, mails or mer- 
chandise. 

"Comfort In aerial travel is essen- 
tial If it is to have any extehded fu- 
ture. Tlie advantage of speed 'is 
thrown away If the peaseoger is 
physically or nervously exhausted on 
landing. But ample accommodations 
can be provided tm 4ay eat night 
travel.-

Craft of tha type described by Brig- 
adier General Maitland already haye 
been used in Germany on short pas- 
senger routes., The jQerman Air Travel 
eompaajr, tofiMd Wm6 and financed 
and managed by the Hamburg- Amerika 
llteamshlp line, ran regular passenger 
excursions and town to town services 
from 1910 to 1914. During thi^ period 
these airships made 800 filghts, Carry- 
ing 18,000 passengers without a single 
mii^ap Involving personal injury. One 
of the airships, the yittoria Louise, 
made 200 trips In 250 consecutive days. 

The company waa able to make a 
profit, lldioai^ the passenger rates 
were reasonable. Since the armistice, 
despite the unsettled conditions in 
Germany, airships have been built for 
a special mail and passenger service 
between Berlin, Munich and Switzer- 
land. The first of these ships, the Bo- 
densee, ran regularly from Juno to 
October last year, carrying- 30 passen- 
gers a trip. It is said that the Zep- 
pelin company is now negotiating with 
American interests for^he organiza- 
tion of an^air service from Spain to 
the United States and South Amer- 
ica, and is designing giant ships with 
a speed of 80 miles an hour for 
this nm. The ships wUl carry 100 
passengers and their baggage, as well 
as six or seven tons of mail. 
Valuable War Reserve Force. 

The Icnowledge of handling the light- 
er^thsn-air craft greatly Increased 
during the war. The ships were used 
under all woatlicr and atmospheric 
conditions and did valuable service as 
escort and convoy craft and also in 
combat against submarines. Small 
rlglds were used to locate and 
pursue the submarines and were able 
to detect a U-boat far below the sur- 
face. The new ships, in addition to 
tlieir dutiesdas passenger vessels, can 
easily be converted to purposes of war 
and will thus forth a valuable air re- 
serve force. 

One of ilie developments recently 
made in airship landing stations is tlie 
moorhig mast, which enables the air- 
ship to come to the ground and be 
moored even during bad weatlicr. The 
mast is a tail structure, with a swivel 
nxxii iiii; <levice at the tiop, from Whlcli 
tlH^ airship swings. . 

Plans are now being prepared for a 
mooring tower osi)ecially arranged for 
use with passenger-carrying airships. 
The rovolvinj; head of the myst will be 
provided with a powerful winch for 
hauling in and a shock absorbing buffer 
will enable the ship to be coupled 
wttlMut dMteulty even to winds up 
80 miles an hour. Within the mast 
there will be a passenger elevator by 
which the passengers will ascend to an 
upper platform, where they wiU cross 
s gang\vay and enter the sli^.

Many war discoveries aid in increas- 
ing the safety of airship travel. The 
wireless direction finder makes it pos- 
sible for tlie sliip to tind her location 
at all times an^ so navigate success- 
fully in fogs. Tlie increasing range 
and sonrces of information of the 
meteorological service aids in giving 
weather forecasts that will warn, air- 
craft of approaching storms, which can 
be avoided by a change of course. 

Laboratory investigations are now 
being made of the nature of the parti- 
cles of moisture that forms fogs, and 
it Is hoped that some way will be 
found of dispersing fog, ao that a local 
dear area may be mali^ine^ about 
the landing places. All landing places 
are marked with brilliant electric bea- 
cons and lighthouses are being erected 
to guide nl|^t flying ships along aerial 
routes. 

aia even now a safe form 
ot imvet Vthm rain, high winds or 
electric storms approach they can seek 
the higher air levels and so avoid dan- 
ger. The risks from fire have been 
re^Qoed to a minlmwrn,. and the dan- 
gm e( englbetiortbK «v«r present hi 
the airplane, Is nullified by the fact 
that repairs always can be made with- 
out descending. Rigid airships never 
have less than four engines, and it is 
improbable that aH ai^es will break 
down at one time. Even if half the 
engines broke down the ship could 
travel at ^ four-fifths of her aenaal 
speed. 

MNe Oemands t pesd. 

'The alrdilp has the advantage over 
both the airplane and the steamship as 
a passenger craft. The airplane can 
only travel 300 miles witliout stopping 
at a base for fuel and is tbtta Imp^c- 
tlcable for long distance routes. It Is, 
furthermore, of limited carrying ca- 
pacity, and the disagreeable features 
of noise and vibration caimot be dmie 
away with. The great rigid, moving 
steadUy d|iy and night and hav-. 
^ a "ierdising radius of 2,000 to 
3.000 miles, makes a far better passen- 
ger ship. It has been suggested that 
airplane routes could be used as feed- 
ers to the airship lines, small airplanes 
carrying passengers to a centnd point, 
whence they could embark on the air- 
ships of frahsoceanic and transconti- 
nental lines. 

When the lines are established the 
steamships also will find them serious 
competitors.. The airship is infinitely 
quicker and does not have the pitch 
and toss that makes steamer travel 
unpleasant. The demand for great 
liners that cut down the time spent hi

While Latin is not required for a 
degree (The Degree of Bachelor of 
Science) at Georgetown, it is inter- 
esting to see the number of High 
School graduates who come to col- 
lege to take the A. B. Degree with 
I Latin, says the jR«gi8trar.
